At the same time we see that China also belongs to the 
bird World. (herefore, we feel that strengthening solidarity and cooperation between 
China and the rest of the Third World countries is a main focal point of Chinese 
rel VOlicy. 


For the sake of protecting world peace, our government wishes to develop its relations 
in an extensive way with all countries in the world on the basis of the five principles 


of peaceful coexistence. 


| would like to affirm, before you here, that China adheres to an independent foreign 
licv. [ mean here that China will not follow any great power or any world bloc. 
tina will not submit to any press or influence by any big power or any world bloc. 
Je detine our stance regarding any international question or any accidental event in the 
world according to the nature of that question or event and also according to the basic 
interests of the Chinese people and the world peoples. 


then we speak of the struggle against hegemony, this means that we oppose the hegemony 
rractised by the two superpowers.

yy example some questions in Asia: -- The Soviet Union has used its armed forces in 

1 direct invasion of Afghanistan. It supports Vietnam in invading and occupying 
Kampuchea. It is also massing huge amounts and numbers of its armed forces along the 
border between China and the Soviet Union. It has also dispatched its armed forces to 
he stationed in Mongolia thus constituting a direct threat to Chinese security. 


fheretore, in light of these actions in Asia, we are concentrating our efforts on the 
struggle against Soviet hegemony in the area. 


‘or example, also on the Middle East question, South Africa question, Namibia issue, and 
the Central America question, the United States is practicing hegemony in these areas. 
fheretore it is necessary to concentrate on the struggle against I/.S. hegemony. We 

see that in Asia, the Middle East, South Africa, and in all other questions there is 

1 conflict between the two superpowers. However, we do not adopt an absolutely equal 
‘tance regarding the two powers, but on the basis of each issue and in accordance with 
our analysis of the principal criminal in each issue. 


Some people in the world say that China adopts a balanced and equal stance regarding 
the two superpowers. We say that this claim is a misunderstanding of Chinese foreign 
policy. No one can incite us against anyone. We decide our policy in accordance with 


ur convict ion. 
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In short, te can say that we are harmonizing the basic interests of the Chinese peopl: 
mid those of the world nations. we believe that these interests are common and in sti 
rding t uur Constitution, we link Chiia's fate with that of the world. \] 
in drawing up our foreign policy we link and merge nationalism with patriotism as a 
point f departure for our foreign po! icv. Moreover, we adhere to the independent 
foreign policy because we link our struggle with the proteccion of world peace and 


with the development and progress of the sublime issue -- the issue of the progre 


of mankind. 


[Mashmushi] We believe that our countries -- which struggle for liberation, independence, 
ind social progress -- are the primary victims of the existing differences between 

China and the Soviet Union. How tar have the contacts between the two countries gone 

to alleviate the tension between them as this would serve, firstly, those countries 


struggling for liberation, and, secondly, the Chinese and Soviet peoples? 


‘hang | As for relations between China and the Soviet Union and the causes that 
iggravated them, we can say that relations were good in the fifties. They, however, 
were aggravated seriously due to the Soviet policy of hegemony. There is no doubt 
that the continuing tense relations between the two countries will serve neither 
the interests of the two countries nor world peace. That is why we always entertain 
itive desire to improve relations between the two countries. However, this 
d be based on principles, namely on the following two main principles: 


i. As in the past, we will continue to reject the hegemonous policy exercised by 


. We want to conduct a dialogue with the Soviet Union. But this should be handled 
through msultations to find ways and means to normalize relations. 
ccordingly, ‘sultations were conducted between our countries at the deputy foreign 
ninisters' level. During these consultations, several positive proposals were made. 
lithin the conte: t of these proposals, we clearly presented our stand: In order to 

. ize relations between China and the Soviet Union certain measures 
should be taken and actual work should be effectuated to remove all obstacles that 
rre impeding the normalization of the relations between the two countries. This 
‘ans that many steps should be taken to wipe out the following three obstacles: 


irst, Soviet Armed Forces are being used in the invasion and occupation of Afghanistan. 


he Soviet Union supports Vietnam in its invasion and occupation of Kampuchea. 
is in itself threatens the peace and security of all of Southeast Asia.

ird, the Soviet Union is massing huge forces on its borders with China. It is also 


‘ving huge armed forces in Mongolia. This constitutes a direct threat to China's 


security and peace. 


ierefore, we demand that the Soviet Union take effective measures and steps 
to remove all these obstacles, and consequently contribute toward normalizing relations 
hetween the two countries. 
vJhen we presented our views -- views emanating from our objectives for protecting 
the interests of the Chinese people as well as the interests of peace in Asia and 
the Pacific and in the world at large -- we held the view that the conditions 


‘f peace everywhere in the world are the same. 
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However, our first and foremost proposal was that the Soviet Union shouid cease its 


support tor Vietnam and should urge it to withdraw its forces from Kampuchea as soon as 
possible. We also are of the opinion that the adoption of measures to remove and undo 
the knots and obstacles represent the basis and precondition for normalizing relations 


hetween the two countries. 


| can tell you that two rounds of talks have taken place between China and the 
Soviet Union. According to the agreement signed between the two sides, neither should 
divulge the contents of these consultations. Therefore, I cannot but abide by this 
agreement. 


Nevertheless, I can perhaps tell you one point: The PRC was the one that presented a 
group of positive proposals. The differences are still wide. But the atmosphere of 
consultations was calm and frank, and the two sides agreed to continue these consultations. 
With regard to the third round, it is expected to take place next fall or just before the 
end of the vear. This will be tackled through diplomatic channels in both countries. 


[Mashmushi] But has the situation improved on the ground, in the sense of trade, 
scientitic, and other relations? 


[~Zhang| Currently there are contacts and exchanges in all trade, scientific, technologi- 
cal, and cultural spheres. Naturally, the development of relations will be limited 
pending the Liquidation of all the obstacles obstructing the normalization of relations. 


[Mashmushi] What about relations with the United States? 


[Zhang] Generally, you can find the answer to this question in my explanation about 
Chinese foreign policy. I said China firmly and resolutely opposes the hegemonist 
policy adopted by the two superpowers. We see that world peace is being threatened by 
these two powers. Also, if we look at the world as a whole we find that the threats and 
dangers are generated by Soviet hegemony, and at the same time by U.S. policy, which 
endeavors and attempts to practice hegemony whenever there is a possibility. Hence we 
equally oppose the Soviet and U.S. hegemonist policies. 


it is common knowledge that diplomatic relations between China and the United States were 
established in 1976. Later, the relations between the two countries began to develop. 
But problems and ditficulties still exist. The biggest obstacle impeding the develop- 
ment of relations between China and the United States lies in the Taiwan issue. 

Naturally -- as far as we are concerned -- the U.S. stand on this issue reflects and 
embodies the U.S. hegemonist policy, because the U.S. stand on Taiwan is an overt viola- 
tion of China's sovereignty and an ugly intervention in its domestic affairs. 


last year the United States approved the sale of arms to Taiwan. Therefore we waged a 
serious and fierce battle on this subject with the United States for 10 months. Despite 
this, an agreement was reached between the United States and China last August on the 
question of the U.S. sale of arms to Taiwan. A communique on this was issued. However, 
althougn this agreement was reached, there was no radical solution to this question. 
Moreover, the United States approved the so-called "Law on Relations with Taiwan."' 
Chinese leaders have often stated that this law is regarded as a cloud overshadowing 
relations between China and the United States, and unless this cloud is dispersed one 
day, relations between China and the United States will remain as they are. 
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In our relations with the United States, we in tact adhere to our principled stand. 


We always desire to develop relations between China and the United States, and we 
believe such development is in the interest of the Chinese people, the American 
people, and the peoples of the world, as well as in the interest of world peace. 
However, in the meantime, we do not and will not allow the United States to inter- 
fere in China's internal affairs and vioiate its national sovereignty. We told 
the Americans that if they desire to develop their relations with us in a normal, 
consistent, and firm manner, they should take real measures and adhere to the contents of 
the statement on the establishment of diplomatic relations between China and the 
United States, as well as to the statement that was issued on 17 August 1982, tx 
respect the Chinese state's sovereignty and the integrity of Chinese territory: 
and not to interfere in China's internal affairs. 


We have also observed that in the United States, they, at times, make some state- 
ments prejudicial to relations with China, and at other times, they make statements 
about improving relations with China. However, we decided that the most important 
thing is for us to wait for their deeds. According to the Chinese proverb: We 
hear their statements but what is more important is to see their deeds.

\rticle 16: Foreign exchange expenses incurred in the normal business operations of the

Article 17: Enterprises with overseas Chinese capital, enterprises with foreign capital 
and Chinese and foreign joint ventures may borrow ftoreign exchange from banks or enter- 
prises situated in foreign countries or in Hong Kong and Macao areas, but must report 
such borrowings to the SAFC or its branch offices. 


Article 18: Enterprises with overseas Chinese capital, enterprises with foreign capital 
and Chinese and foreign joint ventures winding up operations in accordance with legal 
procedure should carry out liquidation within the scheduled period, under the joint 
supervision of the Chinese finance, taxation and toreign exchange control authorities. 
Overseas Chinese investors or foreign investors should be responsible for their outstand- 
ing liabilities and their taxes due in China. After completion of the liquidation, 
overseas Chinese investors and foreign investors may apply to the SAEC or its branch 
otfices tor remitting abroad, from their foreign exchange deposit accounts of the closing 
enterprises, the funds they own or receive as their share of apportionment. 


Article 19: The rules to control foreign exchange receipts and payments of banks with 
overseas Chinese capital, banks with foreign capital, banks of Chinese and foreign joint 
ventures and other financial institutions shall be further regulated by the SAFC.

Llext] In February 1983, this journal published my article "On 'Changes,'" discussing 
the issue that, to suit the needs of the situation both at home and abroad, it seemed 
the Reagan administration intended to change its toreign policy. However, since the 
administration was subjectively and objectively restricted, it remained to be seen 
Whether the administration would change its toreign policy and whether its foreign 
policy would improve or turn sour. 


lhis was the case with the U.S. China policy during that period. It seemed that the 
Reagan administration was not resolved to change its China policy; yet it would embar- 
rass the Reagan administration if its China policy turned sour, 


In the Sino=U.S. joint communique of last August, the Reagan administration reaffirmed 

that it solely recognizes [chengren 2110 6126] the People's Republic of China, and Taiwan 
as part of China's territory. It stated in explicit terms that it respected 

[zunzhony 1415 6850] China's territorial soviereignty and had no intention of 

interfering in China's internal affairs or pursuing a policy of "two Chinas" or "one China, 
one Taiwan." It also declared that it intended to gradually reduce its arms sales to 
Taiwan, leading, over a period of time, to a final resolution. All this seemed to be 

a positive move and a sign of improvement in the relations between the two countries. 


Following the publication of the joint communique, however, certain pro-Taiwan and 


Department of making too many concessions in order to exert pressure on it. This led 
some U.S. Government officials to make one dubious statement after another which mis- 
represented the spirit of the joint communique just to calm down those pro-Taiwan 
political opportunists who were wagging their tongues in censure. President Reagan's 
interview with the U.S. rightist weekly HUMAN EVENTS last February is a typical specimen, 
le said that the entire and sole content of the joint communique is: It is only when 
China pursues its policy of peaceful unification of Taiwan that the United States will 
reduce its arms sale to Taiwan; as long as the unification of China has not been 
realized, the United States will continue to sell its weapons to Taiwan. He stressed 
that there is no other agreement except this. The interview virtually wrote off at one 
stroke the fundamental principles and obligations in the joint communique which had been 
accepted or undertaken by the United States. It regarded the peaceful settlement of the 
faiwan question, which is China's internal affair, as a precondition for the reduction and 
suspension of the U.S. arms sale to Taiwan. This position was itself a negation of the 
above-mentioned fundamental principles. It seemed then the Sino-U.S. relations were 
being threatened by another reversal. 


In these circumstances, the U.S. State Department presented XINHUA correspondents with a 
hastily prepared press interview note, along with an earnest, oral explanation that 

the note had cleared through the White House. While defending Reagan's interview 

with HUMAN EVENTS, the note made some patching-ups and clarifications to show that 

"the President's China policy is unchanged." A State Department official, who had 
another explanation to add, told XINHUA correspondents that the President's interview 
with HUMAN EVENTS was but a casual remark and not an accurately-worded the comprehensive 
document, and therefore it should not be taken as an official policy statement, still 
less a substitute for the joint communique of the two governments. 
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UNITED STATES 
lhe United States was trying hard to stall off the public and still the storm. 


But one storm followed another. From Capitol Hill came a series of hearings and resolu- 
tions regarding Taiwan, a Chinese territory, as an independent political entity severed 
from China, The Foreign Affairs Committee of both Houses in a draft resoiution on 2d 
February publicly announced that the "future solution of Taiwan (a Chinese territory) 
conforms to the law formulated by the U.S. Congress" and again tried to use |.S, laws tl 
meddle and intervene in China's internal affairs. As a matter of fact, there was a 
ready-made U.S. legislation, the "Taiwan Relations Act," which was more than adequate 

as a means of crude interference in China's internal affairs. Why should the U.S. 
Government bother to start all over again? This development naturally aroused vivilancs 
on the part of China. But there came another explanation by U.S. officials to the eftect 
that all these resolutions embodied nothing but the aspirations of certain congressmen 
and did not carry the force of a law, and that there was no need for China to be over- 
sensitive, and so forth. 


Let us leave for the time being the question of whether these explanations are true or 
false. but one thing is absolutely certain: A modern version of the 19th-century power 
politics is not to be accepted. 


What merits attention is that since 17 Aguust, 1982 -- the day when the Sino-!'.S. joint 
communiqe was published -- the United States has been accelerating the transport of arms 
to lfaiwan in increasing quantities, with the quota for the 1983 fiscal year reaching 

a stagyering $800 million. After the warnings and protests issued by China, the !.S. 
side defended itself by saying that after the factor of inflation has been taken into 
consideration, the actual figure has still not exceeded the highest level of former 
fiscal vears, and attempted by means of the number game to cover up the fact of the 
impatience of the United States to sell large quantities of arms to Taiwan. This serves 
only to cloud the prospects of the Sino-l.S. relations, and justify the public doubt 
whether the United States is earnestly fulfilling its obligations undertaken in the joint 
communique or just playing political trickery and setting a trap. 


Hard on the heels of all these developments was the incident in which the U.S. Covernment 
provided "political protection" to Hu Na, a Chinese teenage tennis plaver. Hu Na is a 
not so sensible youngster who could not withstand the temptation and pressure in the 
(nited States. However, since her childhood, she has always been well taken care of and 
trained by the state, and the question of "political persecution" and "political protec- 
tion’ absolutely does not exist. However, the experienced and "sensible" U.S. Covernment 
not only shirked the duties of a host country in guaranteeing the safety of foreign 
athletes, but also deliberately made things difficult and even did not scruple to create 
a pretext for engineering the incident, alleging that Hu Na had been subjected to 
"solitical persecution" in China, and hence provided her "political protection." This 
provocative act was groundless, ill-considered with respect to relations between the two 
countries, and deliberately designed to hurt China's national feelings, and it served 
only to open a new crack in the already weakened relations. Such is the status quo ot 
Sino-U.S. relations. From his personal contacts with people of all circles in the 
(nited States, this correspondent has obtained the impression that the average American 
is resentful of this status quo, but the question is, apart from casting a vote every 
couple of years, the Americans have not much actual power. This correspondent has met 
many Americans, but apart from a handful of administrators or people studving China 
problems, very few know about the "Taiwan Relations Act" and much less about the articles 
in it brazenly interfering in China's internal affairs. 
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lhose who formulate and insist on using this law to prevent to Chinese Government from 
exercising sovereignty over the Chinese territory of Taiwan are only a handful of poli- 
ticians with fine words and insinuating manners who have been adept in manipulation inside 
the Congress. However, once this law has been passed, Americans in general can do 
nothing about it. 


Quite a number of people in U.S. political circles, both in and outside the Reagan 
administration, have shown foresight and an understanding of the times. They are very 
much worrited about the present state of relations between the United States and China. 
(hose who have studied the "Taiwan Relations Act" simply do not find it on the right 
track, but they have not been able to do anything about it, except giving forth a 
reproachful sigh. Some officials in the Reagan administration suggested that the Hu Na 
incident be handled in a proper and practical manner, but they were turned down by the 
authorities, who insisted on engineering the incident of "political protection" at the 
expense of the Sino-U.S. relations. Speaker of the House of Representatives Thomas 

P, O'Neill, who differs from the administration on that question, can do no more than 
airing his views. 


Sino-U.S. relations thus staggered along in the short period of several months. Is the 
present situation good or bad? With which side does the trouble lie? Facts are there 
and public opinion is the best judge. 


Does it mean that the U.S. authorities have made thier determination and are working 
obstinately for a retrogression of the Sino-U.S. relationship? The developments are 
still being wathched and one does not want to draw a premature conculsion. But 

judging from the moves being taken by the U.S. Government, you can never tell that it has 
the real determination to improve these relations. It is by no means a difficult job to 
imporve Sino-U.S. relations. It all boils down to the Taiwan question or, to be more 
precise, hands off Taiwan. It is only logical for the United States to take its hands 
off Taiwan, since it has established diplomatic relations with China and issued -- 
jointly with China -- the Shanghai communique, the communique on the establishment of 
their diplomatic relations, and the communique of August 1982. As far as the United 
States is concerned, this is not only obligatory but also an easy thing to do, and honor 
and justice demand that it be done. Did the United States not support, in word, the 
efforts of the Chinese to reunify their country through peaceful negotiations without 
foreign interference? Why should it refrain from actually doing so, since this is the 
only way out and will do good to the United States itself as well as to the Chinese 
mainland and Taiwan? 


lhe fact that the United States remains reluctant to do a job as easy as anything 
indicates that it is lacking in determination. For all its high-sounding principles 
about nor pursuing a policy of "two Chinas" or "one China, one Taiwan," it is sticking 
to its old way of having a foot in either camp to reap benefits from both sides. But 
how can it, for that matter, kill two birds with one stone? 


[t is impossible to maintain such relations for a long time. The situation is pressing. 
How will the relations develop? Will these relations become better or wrse? The 
United States has to make a decision sooner or later.

He said, the meeting of foreign ministers of Vietnam, Laos and the puppet regime of 
Kampuchea held not long ago kept advertising the proposal of "regional dialogue" long 
rejected by ASEAN and, on the other hand, openly de lared that the relevant U.N.

Obviously, this is complete rumormongering. In the news item, VNA neither mentioned 

its source of information, nor did it say when China had drawn up this “emigration plan," 
nor did it state clearly by what route China would send immigrants to Kampuchea, which 
is not among China's neighboring countries. The agency, however, only made those 
ambiguous statements, such as "has made plans," and intended to throw mud at China. 
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ven those people who have little veneral international knowledge know that there are 

i total ot 7 million people in Kampuchea. It China is going to send 8 million emigrants 
to Kampuchea as VNA reported, the Kampuchean population will be outnumbered.  Rumor- 
mongers should start convincing rumors. But VNA is indeed so stupid that its odd 
labrication is not convincing at all. It is hard to blame the Vietnamese authorities, 
however, as they have fallen into such a ridiculour plight. 


A host ot tacts show that, after invading Kampuchea, Vietnam sent emigrants to every 
province to the east of the Mekong River. Then, it turther sent emigrants to the area 
itround the tTonle Sap Lake, in the interior of Kampuchea. So far, the Vietnamese 
emigrants in Kampuchea have reached the 300,000 level. These Vietnamese emigrants 

seize tarmlands, tishing grounds, rubber tree forests, and residences from the local 
people, causing a large number of Kampucheans to be unemployed or bankrupted. Any 
Vietnamese who willingly settles in Kampuchea is exempted from delivering taxes and 
enlisting in the Army. When a Vietnamese commits a crime in Kampuchea, the Heng 

Samrin authorities have no right to handle the case alone but wait for Vietnamese 
otficials to “jointly handle the case." In addition, the Phnom Penh puppet regime 

has launched a campaign against "narrow nationalism" and encourages the Kampucheans to 
intermarry with Vietnamese and to study Vietnamese. According to foreign correspondents, 
officials of the Phnom Penh puppet regime must spend 4 hours a week studying Vietnamese.

Since the appearance of difficulties in Yugoslavia's economy, some hostile elements from 
both the "left" and right sides have attacked the autonomy system. On certain general 
and specitic policies for economic development, different views have also existed amony 
political circles and economic experts in Yugoslavia. This has, to a certain degree, 
prevented Yugoslavia trom taking immediate and effective measures to overcome diffi- 
culties and develop the economy. 


The adoption of the "program" has pointed to a consensus of opinion in Yugoslavia on 
such major issues as the assessment of unstable economic factors, how to take effective 
measures to eliminate unstable factors, the stimulation of overall economic development, 
and so forth. Various republics, autonomous provinces, and social and political organi- 
zations have expressed readiness to "unanimously and resolutely" implement the long-term 
program, to regard this matter as a common task of top importance, and to take the long- 
term program as a basis for unifying thinking and action. This will undoubtedly produce 
a great impact on Yugoslavia's strategic task for overcoming difficulties and realizing 


economic stability. 


Apart from the "concluding" part, the whole "program" also contains "fundamental 
starting points" and 15 plans on given subjects. The whole document has not only pro- 
foundly expounded in theory the steady development of Yugoslavia's economy but has also 
defined concrete long-term development plans to solve 15 economic problems, such as 
inflation, employment, housing, public amenities, economic relations with foreign 
countries, technical development, communications, energy and power, small economy, de- 
velopment of agricultural andindustrial production, and so forth. 


An important idea permeating the whole document is "reform." Planinc, president of the 
Federal Executive Council, pointed out tnat this is a program for "profound reform" that 
involves various fields covering the "economic system" and also "work methods." The aim 
of reform is to further perfect the autonomy system and to show respect for objective 
economic laws, so that workers can really make decisions on production, income, and 
distribution. 


The 'program'' has also defined the tasks and duties of social economic and political 
organizations at various levels in stabilizing the economy. In the process of discus- 
sion, Yugoslavia comrades realized that strengthening the sense of responsibility was a 
most important prerequisite for the realization of a stable economy. "Without a sense 
of responsibility, there is no stable economy."" In their speeches at the assembly, 

some delegates also stressed that those people who could not realize the task of stabil- 
ization, or those who could not achieve the expected results, would be transferred from 
their posts and replace by those who worked both willingly and efficiently. 


Now, from the federation to various republics and autonomous provinces, even to organi- 
zations of associated labor, concrete steps are being defined for the implementation of 


the "program." 


ederal Executive Council has specially set up a committee headed laninc,

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HU YAOBANG DELIVERS SPEECH IN QINGHAI 31 JULY

[Text] Xining, 3 Aug (XINHUA) -- At a meeting of leading party, government, and Army 
cadres in Qinghai Province, Hu Yaobang, general secretary of the CPC Centra! Committee, 
pointed out: Qinghai is a strategic area in China's four modernizations drive, which 
shows great promise but is yet to be developed. In the next 5, 10, or 15 years, al] 
economle work in Qinghai must center on large-scale development of the province to 
create conditions for shifting the focus of national construction to the great northwest 
by the end of this century and the beginning of the next century. 


fe urged the cadres now in Qinghai to work hard to make China prosperous and strong and 
to take root and blossum in Qinghai. He stressed that it is necessary to strive to 
ittract young and middle-aged cadres and intellectuals in scientifically and culturally 
more developed areas, especially young people who are willing to do pioneering work in 
Qinghai, to come here to settle down and take part in the great heroic undertaking of 
developing Qinghai. He pointed out that the purpose in educating the young people 
certainly is not simply to guide them to learn science and technology and professional 
skills, but to pay great attention at the same time to cultivating their revolutionary 
spirit and lotty ideological and moral character to explore and forge ahead, exert 
themselves and make progress, and heroically dedicate themselves to the motherland 

and the people. 


Comrade Hu Yaobang made a 10-day inspection tour of various parts of Qinghai, the 
nighland and cold province in the northwest, in the latter part of July and carried 

out extensive contacts and talks with leading comrades and cadres and masses of various 
nationalities in Qinghai Province. Before he departed from Xining on the morning of 

}| July, Comrade Hu Yaobang made an important long speech, entitled "Be Determined as 
the Foolish Old Man Who Moved the Mountains To Develop Qinghai Province," to leading 
cadres in Oinghai Province. His speech is divided into four parts. 


|. Qinghai isa strategic area in China's four modernizations drive, which shows great 
promise but is yet to be developed. 


He saia: ‘More than 2 months ago, I said in Xinjiang that by the end of this century 
and the beginning of the next century, the focus of our country's economic development 
inevitably will be shifted to the great northwest. This is not my personal view, but 
the common view of the central leading comrades. After my current inspection tour of 
Jinghai, this view has been further proven to be correct. 


“Qinghai is a remote province of the motherland with a vast territory. ILts area is 
equivalent to seven Jiangsu's and more than one-fourth larger than Sichuan. Of 

ourse, Oinghai has two main disadvantages in its natural environment. First, the 
entire province is in a high and cold zone. Second, many parts of the province are 
desert and dry areas. However, neither of these two disadvantages is an insurmountable 
bstacle to the development of Qinghai. Although Qinghai is dry, there is abundant sur- 
‘ace water and groundwater in many areas. Once the water is developed and utilized, 
these places can be turned into oases. As to high elevation and cold climate, they 
naturally bring many difficulties to production and people's livelihood, but it is 
exactly because of the high elevation and cold climate that there are such special 
animal and plant resources as yaks, Tibetan sheep, Chinese caterpillar fungus, and so 
forth. And, with progress in science and technology, we can also overcome, or at least 
reduce, the negative effects of high elevation and cold climate. Once we have solved 
this difficult scientific problem, we will provide a new experience for mankind in taming 
high elevations and cold climates." 
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He enumerated a number of Qinghai's advantages: 


-- It has abundant energy resources, with exploitable hydroelectric resources totaline 

20 million kilowatts in installed capacity, and the development conditions are wood, 
Qinghai is richly endowed by nature with solar and wind energy resources. There are also 
possibly very large deposits of coal, petroleum, and natural gas. The advantage in 
energy resources is Qinghai's most fundamental condition for modern economic development. 


-- There are huge salt deposits rarely seen in the world, as much as over 50 billion 
metric tons. This will be the major base of salt chemical industry, one of the 

three major chemical industries to be greatly developed in future. Particularly the 
sylvite deposits, which are urgently needed for agricultural production, are of high 
grade and account for about 97 percent of the country's total reserves, ranking among the 
largest in the world. 


-- It has the country's largest reserves of long-fiber asbestos, a large-scale lead-zine 
mine at Xitieshan now under construction, and scores of other fairly abundant mineral 
resources. These mineral resources provide favorable conditions for industrial develop- 
ment of Qinghai. 


Hu Yaobang pointed out: Of course, to fully develop such abundant treasures bestowed 
on us by nature and to turn them into real wealth for socialist China is certainly not 
the work of a single day. It will take the unremitting efforts of at least one or two 
generations. 


He stressed: We communists must base ourselves on the present, look to the future, 
and establish our confidence in the sure victory of our great cause. 


2. You have laid a preliminary foundation for the development of Qinghai. 


Hu Yaobang said: "In the 3 decades and more since liberation, comrades from other parts 
of China and local cadres in Qinghai have closely united with the people of various 
nationalities here, shared a common fate with them, and turned old Qinghai, long under 
feudal serfdom, into new socialist Oinghai. You have put an end to the prolonged divi- 
sions among the various nationalities in Oinghai and have established relations of 
harmony, equality, unitv, and mutual assistance among them. You have indeed brought 
about an earth-shaking change in Oinghai." 


He compared the situation of Qinghai before liberation with its situation atter 
liberation: 


-- Before liberation, Qinghai was hard to get to and had no railways. It now has more 
than 1,300 kilometers of track on its two trunk lines -- the Xining-Lanzhou railroad and 
the Xining-Lhasa railroad -- and three feeder lines, running through mountains, deserts, 
salt lakes, and swamps. The province also has more than 15,000 kilometersof highways, 
with bus service to every county and to ost of its people's communes. Civil air service 
covers 4,000 kilometers. These transportation services have closely linked Qinghai with 
other parts of the motherland. 


-- Before liberation, Qinghai had only eight handicraft workshops. It now has some 
1,300 industrial enterprises, producing consumer goods, textiles, iron and steel, coal, 
power, oil, chemical products, machinery, electronic products, and building materials. 
Its fixed industrial assets have increased 300-fold. 


-- Qinghai has greatly developed its agriculture and animal husbandry. Its grain output 
in 1982 more than trebled the 1949 figure, while production of oil-bearing crops rose 
nine times and livestock increased by nearly 200 percent. 
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-- betore liberation, Qinghal had no colleges, Now, a total ot 750,000 students studs 
in 7 colleges, more than 30 secondary schools, and more high schools and primary schools, 
Oinghal has brought endemic and contagious diseases under etfective control. 


-- Many new cities, towns, and housing developments have gone up in the once uninhabited 
wilderness. They include Colmud, Delingha, Da Qaidam, Mangnal, Gangea, Haomen, Menyuan, 
and Gonwhe,. 


He said: "Of course, some mistakes, including serious ones, were once made 1 connection 
with the work in Qinghai. Otherwise, your achievements would have been greater still. 
However, the comrades in Qinghai are not to blame tor those mistakes, because they were 
caused by the erroneous Line and principles of the central authorities at that time.” 


He pointed out: Since the 3d Plenary Session of the llth CPC Central Committee, Qinghai 
has set things right and its work in various fields has again been on the right track 

ot development. The people of various nationalities now have peace of mind. They have 
accelerated the pace ot production and construction and have greatly improved their 
Livelihood. 


He said: "The Central Committee is very satisfied with the leading members of al] 
previous and present Qinghai Provincial CPC Committees, who have resolutely implemented 
the correct line laid down by the Central Committee. It is also very satisfied with 

your struggle in unity and your effective work. The Central Committee fully trusts you.” 


He said: '"Cadres at various levels, workers, and PLA commanders and fighters ..ive braved 
hardships and danger, sweated and toiled, and made contributions on various tronts for 

the people of various nationalities in Qinghai. Scientists, technicians, and educational, 
cultural, health, and physical cultural workers have quietly immersed themselves in hard 
work and contributed to the construction of Qinghai. Their outstanding achievements will 
10 down in the history of Qinghai whether they are still in Qinghai or not, whether they 
are still alive or not. The people will never forget them, nor will the party ever torget 
them," 


}. <A task of the comrades in Qinghai is to create conditions for the large-scale develop- 
ment of Qinghai. 


Hu Yaobang pointed out: The whole party and the people of various nationalities 
throughout the country now have greater and greater confidence in the accomplishment of 
the strategic objective of quadrupling the gross annual value of industrial and agricul- 
tural production before the end of the century, set by the 12th CPC National Congress. 
Qinghai also has had some tentative ideas about quadrupling the output value. 


He said: "Qinghai must closely integrate the task of quadrupling the output value with 
the task of creating the conditions for shifting key state construction projects to the 
vast northwest region." 


Hu Yaobang said: "Of course, we should rely to a great extent on the construction of key 
state construction projects to promote the development of Qinghai. During the Sixth 
5-Year Plan period, the state will build seven key projects in Qinghai. The number of 
key state projects to be built in Qinghai during the Seventh 5-Year Plan period will not 
be smaller than this. What is important is your preparatory work and it is a decisive 
condition. It your preparatory work is poor, it will be difficult for the state to 

make arrangements, nor will it be easy for you to take concerted action. Conversely, it 
the preparatory work is done well, thus creating better conditions, both the state and 
you will have greater hope of success." 
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Hu Yaobang primarily discussed two questtons concerning the conditions to be created 
and the preparations to be made, One is that the province must push the development 
of its agriculture and animal husbandry. The other is that the province must use 
finanetal and material resources where they are most needed, 


On the question of agriculture and animal husbandry, he said: We have drawn an 
important lesson from our past guiding principle for agriculture (including forestry, 
animal husbandry and fishery) == that is, for a long time, we wanted to rely on 

state investment and orders to force peasants, herdsmen, and fisherman to undertake 
this or that, thus wasting a great deal of money and failing to achieve good results. 
Since the 3d Plenary Session of the Llth CPC Central Committee, we have made an impor- 
tant change in this respect. Now, we rely primarily on correct policies and at the 
same time, give necessary financial and material support to bring into play the 
initiative of the broad masses of people in the countryside. In the last few vears, 
facts have shown that this principle yields good results. Now we have a new 

question: Is the principle of relying primarily on correct policies to bring 

into play the initiative of the broad masses still effective? If it is no longer 
effective, we will have to resume our old practice -- to request money from the 
state. Of course, this is not true. Our correct policies still have their might. 
Iherefore, we still should rely primarily on the correct policies, which are 
constantly being perfected, so as to develop agriculture on a still larger scale. 


de emphasized: This is a general guidance which we must set our more clearly and 
definitely. 


He said: We should know that Qinghai's agriculture has a great pontential. Take 
the agricultural region in Haidong Prefecture in the Huanghe and Huangshui River 
valleys for instance. It covers 17,000 square kilometers, an area slightly larger 
than Beijing. In climate, Beijing is better than Haidong; but in soil, Haidong is 
better than Beijing. While Beijing has a rural population of 5 million, Haidong 
has only 1.7 million, with each person having as much as 13 mu of land. The comrades 
in Huangzhong County said that their per-household income is nearly 1,000 yuan. 

| told them that as they have a large area of land, they can double their income 
by integrating agriculture with animal husbandry, if each family raises a milk cow 
and derives an additional income of over 1,000 yuan from it. Only by integrating 
agriculture with animal husbandry can we make them promote each other. Therefore, 
agricultural regions must resolutely adhere to the principle of integrating 
agricultural with animal husbandry. In areas where there is hilly land, it is 
necessary to seriously implement the policy concerning private plots of 

hilly land and contracted plots of jilly land and integrate agriculture, forestry, 
and animal husbandry. In order to develop forestry, we should collect the seeds 
of grasses, shrubs, and trees that suit local conditions, and implement 

principle of growing grass, shubbery, and trees at the same time. In areas where 
it is hard to sow manually, we should conduct aerial planting as much as possible. 
You should use simple language to call on the peasants and herdsmen to grow 

grass and trees andwork ingeniously in order to become well to do. The suburban 
areas of new cities and towns should resolutely shift the stress of their work to 
producing nonstaple food for city and town residents. In this way, both the 

urban residents and the suburban peasants will be benefited and satisfied. 


He pointed out: Animal husbandry is the principal strong point of Oinghai’s agriculture. 
With 500 million mu ©” grassland that can be utilized, Oinghai is one of the five 

major pastoral areas of the nation. You must attach special importance to animal 
husbandry, further implement the various policies for developing animal husbandry, 

and earnestly popularize the all-round contract system with regard to grasslands 

and livestock. 
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On this basis, efforts should be made to guide the vast number of herdsmen to gradually 
improve grasslands, develop artificial grasslands improve the breed of livestock, and 
develop a primary processing industry ot livestock products, native products, and local 
speclalities of grassland areas by providing demonstrations and examples, carrying out 
persuasion and education, popularizing science and technology, and providing all kinds 
of production and technological services. If you work persistently along these lines 
you will certainly be able to lift the pastoral areas of Qinghai out of backwardness 

and build them into prosperous and thriving animal husbandry bases which will make 
tremendous contributions to the state. 


He stressed: There is an indispensable, important link in promoting agriculture and 
animal husbandry, that is, we must enliven the circulation of commodities in the vast 
pastoral areas by every possible means. It is necessary to vigorously attend to the 
purchasing and marketing of such livestock products as leather, fur, meat, bones, and 
horns as well as all kinds of native products and by-products of grassland areas includ- 
ing mushrooms, caterpillar fungus, ferns, dangshen [codonopsis pilosula], edible moss, 
rhubarb, astragalus membranaceus and ecpheadra sinica and open up all channels of 
circulation, including giving the peasants and herdsmen a free hand in developing house- 
holds specializing in purchasing, marketing, and transporting. We must note the 
tremendous latent enthusiasm among the peasants and herdsmen for developing production 

of commodities. The vast number of peasants and herdsmen will bet started voluntarily 
so long as we actively carry out purchasing and marketing work well, make the prices 
comparatively reasonable, help them grasp the necessary scientific and technological 
knowledge and provide them with production and technological services. 


With regard to the question of making efficient use of financial and material resources, 
Hu Yaobang said: Your annual financial revenue is over 100 million yuan. This, plus 
the state subsidy of 500 million yuan, if used efticiently, can get many things done. 
From now on, you should not pin your hopes on increased state subsidies. Instead, you 
should pin your hopes on the efficient use of your own financial and material resources 
in projects needed in creating the conditions for large-scale development of Qinghai. 

He said: In addition to direct investment in the development of agriculture and animal 
husbandry, the financial and material resources should be used in the development of the 
following four areas: 


-- In energy. Efforts should be made to set up small coalpits and especially develop 

power production. We should do our best to convert coal, water, oil, wind and other energy 
resources into electricity. For example, do the areas surrounding Qinghai Lake dare to 
envisage achieving electrification in about 20 years? In my opinion, and fundamental 

way to solve the energy problem is to strive to achieve nationwide electrification in 

both urban and rural areas in 30 to 50 years. This is a strategic policy. At present, 
other measures may also be adopted, but they are temporary measures we cannot but adopt 

in the absence of alternatives. Only after we achieve electrification, can the 

problems of protecting grasslands, forests, and vegetation, which are a constant source 

of our worry, be solved once and for all. 


-- In transportation. Adopt the method of having transportation run by the local people 
with state subsidies to make the communications and transportation network better and 
more widespread. I also favor the operation of some modern helicopters in five or six 
provinces and regions located in highlands with vast areas, which will be conducive to 
strengthening communications and liason and to dealing with emergencies. 
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-- In transforming and developing small- and medium-sized industries which serve the 
development of agriculture and animal husbandry and the masses' life, including the 
processing industry of livestock products, native products and local specialities with 
raw materials available in the province, the construction material industry and the 
production of special goods used by minorities. Great efforts should be made to turn 
out, in a few years, a number of Oinghal products which are first-rate in the nation, 


-- In bringing about a large number of scientific and technological personnel of al] 
nationalities who are willing to struggle for the socialist undertakings of Oinyhai. This 
undertaking, of course, requires some financial investment. However, what is more 
important is that we should be resourceful in the development of intellectual resources. 


He said: During this inspection tour, | also noticed the problem of houses and structures 
adapting to the peculiar features of cold highland areas. It seems that it is not suit- 
able to mechanicially copy the thin roofs, thin walls, and single-pane windows of warmer 
areas lest it waste energy resources and not preserve heat. 


He said: "Naturally, there are still many issues that we have not yet touched upon. The 
main theme of the above-mentioned remarks I have made is that in the next 5, 10 and 15 
years, all the work in the economic field must be carried out with emphasis on creatiny 
conditions for developing Qinghai on a large scale. Thus, we will be able to do a still 
better job with each passing year in creating a new situation in Qinghai." 


4. The key is to build a contingent of cadres who are both intelligent and courageous 
and who are able to lead the people of all nationalities throughout the province to 
forge ahead indomitably. 


Hu Yaobang said: Past experiences have repeatedly shown that in promoting our cause, we 
must mainly rely on two things. First, we must have the correct line, principle, and 
policy. Second, we must have a strong contingent of cadres. The party's line, principle, 
and policy have now been clearly defined. The situation among cadres has also been 
greatly improved after setting things right and implementing the policy. However, 
compared with our party's heavy responsibility in history, the contingent of cadres still 
has many problems and is far from being ideal. The central authorities have emphatically 
called for efforts to ensure that the cadres "become more revolutionary, better educated, 
professionally more competent and younger"; to readjust the leading groups at all levels; 
to pay attention to building the "three echelons"; and to spend the next 3 years from 
this winter in party rectification. All this is aimed at further solving problems in 
building the ranks of cadres. Remote areas where conditions are harsh, such as in 
Oinghai, should pay even greater attention to this point. 


He said: In this regard, the comrades in Qinghai must pay attention to solving the 
following problems: 


First, in dealing with the cadres who are now in Qinghai we must earnestly encourage them 
to take root and blossom while working hard for the prosperity of the country. We 
realize that many comrades have taken root, blossomed and borne fruits in Qinghai. 
Naturally, some of the comrades are advanced in age. Among them, there are those who have 
found the natural environment in Qinghai unsuitable and some of them are in poor health. 
| agree that they should be allowed to return to the interior and that arrangements 
should be made to help them resettle according to relevant regulations. Those who are 
willing to stay in Qinghai should be encouraged to do so and proper arrangements should 
be made to help them settle down.

\s tor those who are now working at various posts, the overwhelming majority of them are 
working diligently and conscientiously. They quietly immerse themselves in hard work, 
maintain close ties with the masses, and enthusiastically forge ahead. However, there 
are indeed some cadres who are afraid of difticulties, seek ease and comfort, stick to 
old ways, and divorce themselves from the masses to the extent of making use of their

| would like to offer the following suggestions for your consideration: 


l. This place is high and cold. Therefore, those comrades who are advanced in age and 
physically weak should not be asked to stay here over a protracted period. 


2. As tor those college graduates who have been assigned by the state to work in Qinghai 
but who really do not want to work here, we should not force them to come here and should 
let the original job-assigning unit handle their cases. Otherwise, even if they come here 
they will not be able to keep their mind on their work. This will only serve to destroy 
morale, 


3. It is necessary to fully brief all the comrades who are willing to come to Qinghai on 
the actual situation in the province including the difficulties and hardships they might 
encounter. At the same time, we must give them preferential treatment in livelihood and 
remuneration so that their living conditions and remuneration will be somewhat different 
in Qinghai as compared with those who work in the inland areas. The various departments 
at the central level are responsible for helping to arouse those young comrades with 

the pioneering spirit to work in Qinghai, but it is your responsibility to make the 
proper arrangements to help them settle down and put their wisdom and talents to full use 
atter they come here. 


Hu Yaobang said: "I also want to stress another questicn; that is, after all, what kind 
of mental attitude do we want to cultivate amons youths. The CPC Central Committee has 
always held that the education of youths does not simply mean guiding them in studying 
science and technology and acquiring professional skills. It holds that at the same time 
great importance should be attached to cultivating their revolutionary spirit, lofty

SPOKESMAN ON FAMILY PLANNING WORK POLICY

[Text] Beijing, August 3 (XINHUA) -- A spokesman of the State Family Planning Commission 
told XINHUA today that it is China's consistent policy to encourage poeple to practice 
birth control voluntarily. The Chinese Government has never resorted to compulsory means 
to force sterilization amony people. 


He said in an interview that there were individual cases of using compulsory measures 
due to the simple working method of local cadres and staff members. But the government 
will take prompt measures to stop them, whenever it discovers such cases, he stressed. 


The spokesman was commenting on slanders spread by certain foreign newspapers and 
individuals that the Chinese Government adopts compulsory measures in family planning. 


[he spokesman said that conducting publicity among the masses and relying on their 
willingness to practise birth control is the mass line China follows in family planning. 


He pointed out that the Chinese Communist Party and government have always laid stress on 
people's willingness in promoting family planning and opposed commandism. He recalled 
that the party Central Committee stated in a document issued last January that publicity 
and education must be emphasized in family planning work and commandism avoided. 


The spokesman pointed out that China has conducted a great amount of thoroughgoing and 
painstaking persuasion and education on family planning among the people through a 
variety of ways. 
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Following adequate publicity, he said, the government encourages people in rural areas 
to use contraceptives on a voluntary basis. For couples already with two children, 

one spouse is encouraged to have the ligation as far as possible, and women who already 
have one child are advised to have the intrauterine devices, 


This approach has been adopted after summing up years' experience of working among 
Chinese peasants, the spokesman said. Being helpful to the control of population 
growth and to the health of women, this approach has received enthusiastic response 
from people ot child-bearing age, he added. 


It is groundless to equate individual cases of using compulsory measures in some 
places to the policy of the Chinese Government, the spokesman said. Doing this would 


be distorting the true picture of family planning work in China, he said.

and technology. The main task of our scientific and technological work during the Sixth

logical achievements. We hope that by so doing we will be able to make a breakthrough 
in solving crucial technological problems representing the weak links of the national 
economy, such as the conservation and development of energy sources and the comprehensive 
utilization of our communications and transport facilities and agricultural and other 
resources, while promoting environmental protection, urban and rural construction, 
medical and public health, family planning, and other social undertakings. 


He said: The 38 key scientific and technological research projects were jointly formu- 
lated by the State Planning, Economic, and Scientific and Technological Commissions. 
They consist of 114 items covering agriculture, energy conservation and development 
technology, communications and transprotation, geology, raw materials, machinery and 
electronic equipment, new materials, foods, light and textile industrial products, and 
other consumer goods. Among the 38 projects, 7 are top priority projects because of 
their extremely important bearing on the national economy as a whole. 


He said: Advanced science and technology will generate powerful production forces when 
they are used in production. Quadrupling the total annual industrial and agriculture 
output value by the turn ot this century will depend to a large extent on the advance 
of science and technology. In this connection, the party and the people place great 
hopes on our scientific and technology workers.

PENG MIN ON CURBING CAPITAL CONSTRUCTION WASTE

[Text] Beijing, 27 Jul (XINHUA) -- At a national conference on capital construction held 
on 26 July, Peng Min, a responsible person of the State Planning Commission, proposed 
that a wide range of activities be launched on the nation's capital construction front 
to check waste, plug loopholes, reform management, and reduce investments with a view 

to exposing waste in all areas, drawing lessons from them, and working out effective 
measures to guide capital construction work toward the correct orientation that regaids 
raising economic results as the central task. 


Peng Min said that capital construction has long been plagued by serious losses and 
waste, and that returns on investment have been very poor on the capital construction 
front. All kinds of mistakes can be found at each stage, from the detailed decision- 
making, project decision, planning, surveying, designing, construction, on-site control, 
down to preparations for production. 
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For instance: During the period of unchecked increases in capital construction projects 
in 1978 and the subsequent curtailment of these projects, a considerable sum of capital 
was wasted on building and equipment maintenance, work holdups and worthless projects 
alone. Of the 560 large- and medium-size projects and other individual construction 
items completed and put into production between 1979 and 1981, as many as 176, which 
accounted for 31 percent of the total projects and 37 percent of the total investment, 
have failed to show normal returns on investments. Over the past 3 years, the number 
of accidents related to poor construction quality topped 14,000, incurring a loss of 

17 million yuan. Also during the same period over 200 accidents related to collapsed 
buildings took place, incurring a loss of over 6 million yuan. Therefore, checking 
waste has become imperative in curtailing investments. 


To promote antiwaste activities in a wide-ranging and deep-going way, Peng Min proposed 
a five-point view: 


Check up on waste by grasping typical cases and analyzing any overspending beyond the 
budgetary estimates. Each department and locality must select two construction projects 
on which to carry out checks, find out the originally planned investments and the 
amounts overspent, analyze the causes for the overspending, seek truth from facts, 
distinguish right from wrong, and ascertain where the responsibility lies. 


Mobilize the masses to check up on waste at each and every link, from the project 

decision down to its completion and acceptance. All units responsible for survey, design, 
and construction must check their own work for waste and other problems. They must also 
fully expose any losses or waste resulting from mistakes in decisionmaking, planning 

and supervision on the part of higher-level departments in charge of construction or 
planning. 


Antiwaste activities should be integrated with the economic responsibility contracts 
system in capital construction. The economic responsibility system, which stresses 
investment contracts, is a very effective way to combat the practice of "eating from 

the same big pot" and spending from an open purse, save construction expenses and cut 
construction cost. Activities to check up on waste can help promote the implementation 
ot the economic responsibility contract system. Units that implement the economic 
responsibility contract system must first consider the state's interests, strive to raise 
economic results, improve management, and increase revenue and reduce expenditures by 
their own efforts and ability instead of relying on big budgetary estimates or resorting 
to traud and trickery. 


Resolutely check evil practices, such as unauthorized apportionment of expenses among 
capital construction units or charging them unjustified fees. After some of these 
malpractices have been stopped, departments, localities or units concerned should not 
find excuses to cut off the supply of water or power, suspend transportation service or 
construction work, or take other unjustified actions to hamper the progress of 
construction. 


Give full play to the supervisory role of the construction bank. 


In conclusion, Peng Min pointed out that through these antiwaste activities leaders and 
all staff and workers on the capital construction front will surely receive an 
education, heighten their consciousness, firmly establish the concept of building up 
the country through hard work and thrift, strive to serve the country and the people 
with a keen sense of responsibility, and manage and use well capital and materials 
accumulated by the people through hard work, thus fulfilling the expectations of the 


people.

[Excerpts] Beijing, 29 Jul (XINHUA) -- Comrades attending the current national work 
meeting on capital construction have pointed out the need for practical and effective 
measures to limit the scale of capital construction in the country within the frame of 
the state plan so that funds and materials can be concentrated for building key construc- 
tion projects. This, they added, is an urgent task to be done at present in our economic 
field. 


After serious discussions they set up 'four principles to be upheld" in order to strictly 
control the scale of capital construction: 


Persist in implementing a strict leaders' responsibility system. Although there have 
been numerous reasons for our failure to control the scale of capital construction over 
the past years, the major reason, nevertheless, is that we have not rigorously enforced 
discipline and clearly defined responsibilities. As a result, when a problem has arisen, 
nobody would come out to shoulder the responsibility. In view of this, it is imperative 
to institute a strict leaders’ responsibility system to ensure that the state instructions 
on the scale of capital construction are complied with. In no way is it allowed to 
expand capital construction beyond the scope of the state investment plan. From now on, 
if capital construction in an area has been expanded beyond the scope of the state plan, 
the provincial governor, municipal mayor, or the chairman of the autonomous region con- 
cerned should be held responsible. If a state department has expanded capital construc- 
tion beyond the state plan, the minister concerned should shoulder the responsibility. 

If a bank loan has been used to build a capital construction project and the amount of 
the loan has exceeded the limit of the state plan, the manager of the bank should bear 
the responsibility. If the general scale of capital construction in the whole country 
projected in the state plan is too big or if the plan contains too many big and medium- 
sized projects, the State Planning Commission should be held responsible. 


Persist in suspending or postponing some projects. If investment in capital construction 
is reduced but nothing is done to suspend or postpone some of the projects which have 
already been started, our limited funds and materials still are diverted to too many 
purposes. This will result in a state of "insufficiency," which will, in turn, prolong 
the construction period and reduce the economic benefits of investment. For this reason, 
we should conduct an all-round screening of the projects presently under construction. 


Persist in having all departments concerned to control capital construction. To really 
control the scale of capital construction, all planning, capital construction, banking, 
and supply departments, as well as all units doing design and construction work are 
required to cooperate closely. Only in this way can fruitful results be achieved. From 
now on, no projects beyond the scope of the plan should be started, and no unauthorized 
additional investment in a project should be allowed, no matter who has approved it. For 
such project or additional investment, no bank should give financial assistance or 
extend loans, no supply department should provice materials, no design department should 
make designs, and no construction unit should take up the construction work. 


Persist in the highly centralized and unified management of capital construction work. 
[This is the only way to concentrate for use by the state the funds and materials pre- 
sently scattered in various localities and departments. In this way it will be possible 
to curtail the scale of capital construction and meet the needs of energy, transporta- 
tion, and other key construction projects of the state. 
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From now on, a large portion of the additional profits earned by enterprises should be 
given to the state mainly through tax payments or by other arrangements. Also, appro-= 
priate mensures should be taken to include as revenue in the state budget some income 
which so far is not included in the state budget. With regard to the supply of materi- 
als, all departments and localities should strictly carry out the state plan, produce 
materials according to the needs, and accept orders for materials. Without approval, 


no departments, locality, or enterprises are allowed to use, withhold, or sell those 
materials which are distributed under the unified state plan. Whoever violates this 
rule will be punished, In this way arbitrary and duplicated projects will be avoided, 
and the scale of capital construction will be easy to control. 


DENG LIQUN VISITS HEBEI FORESTRY CENTER

[Excerpts] Shijiazhuang, 2 Aug (XINHUA) -- Deng Liqun, member of the Secretariat of the 
CPC Central Committee and head of the Propaganda Department under the CPC Central Com- 
mittee, visited the Saihanba mechanized forestry center, the biggest in Hebei Province, 
on 29 and 30 July. He praised the workers, scientists, and technicians and cadres there 
for their sustained efforts in planting trees during the past 20 years or so and urged 
them to take root in the forestry center and make new contributions to afforestation, 
woodland management, and research. 


The mechanized forestry center was opened in 1962 in Saihanba in Hebei's northernmost 
county of Weichang, neighboring Nei Monggol Autonomous Region. Over the past 21 years 
and more, the forestry workers have afforested over 900,000 mu in an area which has an 
average annual temperature of 1 degree below zero centigrade and a 60-day frost-free 
period. At present, the center has a timber reserve of 1.13 million cubic meters with 
an annual output value of 5 million yuan, and its timber reserve is expected to reach 

5 million cubic meters by the end of the century with an annual output value of 20 
million yuan. 


Accompanied by Xu Chunxing, head of the Propaganda Department of the Hebei provincial 
party committee, and Hu Guangyi, secretary of the Chengde prefectural party committee, 
Deng Liqun visited some workers’ families and inquired about their income and sideline 
production as well as their children's education, cultural life, health, and other 
matters. He also talked with some scientists and technicians and inquired about their 
study for self-improvement. 


Deng Liqun said that the forestry center must fully utilize its natural resources for 
raising cattle, pigs, and sheep and for growing vegetables, so that the workers there 
will have more nutritious food. The center should also have its own bus service and its 
own cold storage trucks so that the transportation and supply services can be improved. 
Conditions should be created so that the workers at the forestry center can take turns 
in spending the winter in warmer areas. Essential living and working conditions must be 
created for the scientists and technicians. 


Deng Liqun urged the local party and government organs and other departments concerned 
to properly arrange for the establishment of a school to train forestry technicians and 
teachers for the forestry center so that its secondary and primary school education can 
be improved and its vocational education strengthened. 


Deng Liqun added that China has limited forestry resources and woodlands, and the for- 
estry production is far short of meeting the nation's economic development. He said 

the forestry workers must be educated on patriotism and che need to dedicate themselves 
to the development of forestry areas on a long-term basis so that the center's operation 
will continue from one generation to another.

The 
literary and art world, undermined by Lin Biao and the "gang of four" in the past, 
has now come to life after only a few years, and presents a miraculous and inspiring 
scene. What, then, was the force that impelled such an amazing change and what was 
the impetus that brought about such a gratifying and developing trend in the field 
of soctalist literature and art? To be sure, there were various factors. However, 
[ suppose the fundamental reason was that the party summed up the past positive and 
negative experience of literary and art work in a practical and realistic manner. 
Our party carried out the work to set things to rights with great determination 

and also made a series of major readjustments in its principles and policies on 
literature and art, thus creating a vivid atmosphere and an environment favorable 
for developing literature and art and energetically arousing the initiative of the 
vast number of literary and artistic workers. 


Recently, the "Selected Works of Deng Xiaoping" has been published. Reviewing 
Comrade Deng Xiaoping's important thesis on literature and art, we can further 
realize that at the new historical turning point, it was precisely Comrade Deng 
Xiaoping who first took a broad and long view and who profoundly and comprehensively 
expounded the party's principles, policies, and tasks for literary and art work, and 
made important ideological and theoretical guidance for the continuous and sound 
development of the entire literary and art front. 


Those comrades who attended the fourth conference on literature and art held in 
autumn 1979 will hever forget Comrade Deng Xiaoping's congratulatory speech delivered 
to the conference on behalf of the CPC Central Committee and the State Council. In 
his speech, Comrade Deng Xiaoping not only refuted the so-called fallacy of Lin Biao 
and the "gang of four" that “literature and art was a field in which the sinister line 
exercised dictatorship," but also enthusiastically pointed out: "Literary and 
artistic circles are one of the departments that have achieved great successes. 
Literary and artistic workers should be trusted, cherished, and respected by the 

party and people. The rigorous test of struggle has proved that, viewing from the 
whole, our ranks of writers and artists are good. Our party and people should be 
gratified with having such ranks." On behalf of the CPC Central Committee and the 
State Council, Comrade Deng Xiaoping affirmed the achievements made by the ranks 

of writers and artists and said they were like a spring breeze caressing our faces, 
gladdening our hearts, and refreshing our minds. Such concern also provided the 
literary and artistic workers with mighty inspiration and strength which is difficult 
to express in words. 


After re-studying Comrade Deng Xiaoping's thesis on literature and art, I have the 
following understanding: 


Building Socialist Spiritual Civilization Is Our Unshirkable Responsibility 


We have now entered into the new period of building socialist modernization and the 
focus of our party's work has also been shifted onto this aspect. This is an 
overriding central task and a great cause that determines the destiny of our mother- 
land. Confronting such a new situation and historical demand, what are the basic 
tasks for literary and art work? 
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Comrade Deny Xiaoping pointed out: "While building a high level of material civilization, 
we must at the same time raise the scientific and cultural level of the whole nation, 
develop noble and varied cultural life, and build a high level of socialist spiritual 
civilization,” In this lofty cause, Comrade Deng Xiaoping particularly emphasized that 
"there is a vast field for developing literature and art. Literary and art work shoulders 
the grave responsibility in satisfying the varied needs of the people in their mental 
litle, in training socialist new people, and in raising the ideological, cultural, and 
moral standard of the entire society. This is a task that cannot be carried out by any 
other departments." I believe this is the basic task Comrade Dens, Xiaoping set forth for 
literary and art work in the new historical period. 


lt is quite certain that to accomplish this historical task, literary and art workers 
must not divorce themselves from the current life which is seething with stirring 
struggles, or separate themselves from our great ear, and the guidance of Marxism and 
Mao Zedong Thought. Some people hold that the further writers distance themselves from 
the trend of the times and the people's struggles, the better, as if pure and everlasting 
art can only be produced in this way. This is obviously an erroneous viewpoint, if not 
actuated by naive ideas. If a writer divorces himself from the times and people's life 
and closes himself in the narrow "small world" to probe into one matter and endlessly 
ruminate over it, or tries to mechanically copy and follow other people step by step, 
how can he tind a way out and give his works a great vitality that can strike root in the 
hearts of the people? Comrade Deng Xiaoping profoundly pointed out: "The people are the 
mothers of literary and art workers. The artistic life of all progressive literary and 
art workers lies in their flesh-and-blood ties with the people. The artistic life will 
be exhausted once such ties are forgotten, neglected, or cut off.'"' He therefore pointed 
out: "The people need art, but art needs people more." Comrade Deng Xiaoping's sum- 
marization made here is a truth that has been proved by numerous facts in the history of 
literature. The revolutionary literary and art workers should conscientiously establish 
close ties with the times, life, and the people, so that they can obtain inexhaustible 
nutrition, 

The needs of people's mental life are varied. Therefore, the party has adhered to the 
principle of letting a hundred flowers blossom, weeding through the old to bring forth 
the new, and making foreign things serve China and the past serve the present. Al] works 
that can educate and enlighten the people and can offer them entertainment and an 
aesthetic treat must be respected and supported. It is beyond doubt that they should 
occupy their position in the literary and artistic garden of hundreds of flowers. 
However, we must also be aware that while all the fronts are valiantly struggling for 
the four modernizations program at present, those works that can truly and profoundly 
reflect the life of the people in fighting against all kinds of difficulties and that 
can fully depict their outstanding character, heroic spirit, and lofty realm, will be of 
greater significance and will play a more important role. Therefore, Comrade Deng 
Xiaoping pointed out: "Our literature and art should make greater efforts in describing 
and training socialist new people."" This is because they have embodied the demands of 
the advancing era and the trend of historical development. Their devoted spirit and 
great practice of forging ahead and working hard for the prosperity of the country will 
also forcefully “arouse the socialist enthusiasm of the broad masses and promote their 
historical creative activities in carrying out the four modernizations program." This 
must be remembered by every writer who has the sense of mission of the times. 


Lead Literature and Art According to the Inherent Laws of Literature and Art 
In the history of literary and art development in the past 30-odd years, due to the 


"leftist" mistakes in the guiding ideology, we suffered from setbacks and failures in 
our work. 
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During the Lin Biao and "gang of four" period, large numbers of literary and art workers 
were persecuted by the absurd methods prevailing at that time. As a result, not only was 
the vitality of literature and art strangled, but the leadership of the party over 
literary and art work was also undermined. For instance, Lin Biao and the "gang of four" 
advocated the so-called rule that "ideas come from leaders, life from the masses, and 
technique from the writers," which was completely against the inherent laws of art. It 
was not at all "strengthening leadership," but turning to the reverse of matters. In 
light of a Marxist's basic viewpoint, Comrade Deng Xiaoping profoundly summed up the 
lessons in this respect, particularly on the party's leadership over literary and art 
work, and put forward the guiding ideology with far-reaching significance: ''Party lead- 
ership over literary and art work does not mean issuing orders nor requiring literature 
and art to be subordinated to temporary, concrete, and specific political tasks. It 
means providing writers and artists with the conditions to enrich socialist literature 
and art according to their characteristics and inherent laws of development, to improve 
the standard of Literature and art, and to create outstanding literary and art works and 
performing arts that are worthy of the great times and great people of China." He 
further pointed out: "Literature and art, which is complicated mental labor, very much 
needs writers and artists to give full play to their individual creative spirits. Only 
the writers and artists themselves can probe into, and gradually solve, the matter of 
what topics they should write on and how they should depict them. We must not flagrantly 
interfere with them in this respect." It was precisely in light of the characteristics 
and inherent laws of development of such mental labor that he demanded that literature 
and art should follow a broad path centered on the common objective of the four moderniza- 
tions program and, under the guidance of correct creative thought, the subject matter 

of literature and art and the technique of expression should be rich and varied and dare 
to blaze new trails. It is necessary to avoid and to eradicate formalism and generaliza- 
tion that is monotonous, dull, mechanical and inflexible. 


Practice in the past few years has proved that by carrying out this guiding ideology 
formulated by Comrade Deng Xiaoping, we have not only helped the vast number of literary 
and art workers in thoroughly extricating themselves from the mental shackles and irra- 
tional conventions formulated by Lin Biao and the "gang of four," thus enabling our liter- 
ature and art to embark on the correct track, but alsogreatly improved and strengthened 
the party's leadership over literary and art work, thus bringing about a brand new look 

in the entire field of literary and art work. 


However, there is indeed an extremely one-sided viewpoint that maintains that literature 
and art must not be concerned with the political life of the times, major social struggles, 
and the people's weal and woe and their destiny. According to this viewpoint it seems 
that a writer can "create new things" and can freely display his artistry only when he is 
portraying the so-called intuition, subconsciousness, and psychological instinct of 

human beings in his own way, by isolating this description from the historical backgrounds 
and the profound relations between man and society which a writer must deeply study and 
understand, or when he is randomly making up some absurd stories to pander to the vulgar 
tastes and backward ideas of some people without a sense of responsibility to society, and 
without regard to the specific historical environment and the logic of social life. On 
the contrary, the party's proposals that writers should at all times keep in close contact 
with the people and life, that writers should strike the root of their creative work into 
the fertile soil of real life, that writers should have a high sense of social responsi- 
bility, and so on, were regarded as shackles binding them. I believe this is not simply 

a matter of respecting the inherent laws of development of literature and art itself. 
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We cannot imagine that socialist literature and art is irrelevant to the people and is 
divorced trom the masses, On the contrary, what must be taken into account is whether 
or not such a viewpoint respects the characteristics and objective laws of literature 
and art, and whether or not it admits the necessity of party leadership over socialist 
literature and art. Obviously, it is not the party's leadership and its correct 
principles on literature and art, but precisely the above viewpoint itself that wil] 
lead socialist literature and art to the narrow winding trail which is divorced from the 
people and the demands of the times, thus disappointing the hopes of the people and the 
times. Therefore, from this point of view, the reliable ideological guarantee for 
constantly developing and prospering our literary and art work is to persist in 
improving and strengthening party leadership, adhere to the important ideology and 
principle protoundly expounded by Comrade Deng Xiaoping, and comprehensively understand 
and study this important ideology and principle. 


Promote Literature and Art Healthily Forward Amidst Criticism 


We must never waver in the course of adhering to the correct leading method and 
persisting in the principle of "letting a hundred flowers blossom and a hundred schools 
of thought contend" in our literary and art work. However, this does not mean that we 
should cease to carry out normal literary and art criticism. Letting a hundred schools 
of thought contend implies the meaning of carrying out criticism and discussion to make 
a clear distinction between right and wrong. We should say that this is the proper 
meaning of the "double hundred" principle. Like the development of all things that 
cannot be plain sailing, the development of literature and art will inevitably be 
interfered with by the "leftist" or rightist deviation. We must be sober-minded in 
such a situation. In solving such problems, the method of bludgeoning, jointly 
attacking and launching movements has been proved to be completely wrong, and cannot 
bring about any good results; on the contrary, ignoring and being indifferent to the 
various erroneous trends in literary and art fields, not carrying out criticism and 
discussions, or adopting the vulgar way of evading problems and believing the less 
trouble the better, is not a responsible attitude toward literary and art work either. 


Since the 3d Plenary Session of the llth CPC Central Committee, in order to eradicate 
the long-standing "leftist" mistakes in literary and art work, the party conducted a 
great deal of work and has achieved remarkable successes. At present, we must also 
continue to pay attention to overcoming the problems in this respect. However, we must 
also admit that there was indeed a liberal bourgeois tendency in the ideological and 
literary and art fronts which deviated from the socialist track and trh party's leader- 
ship. Such a tendency departed from the fundamental nature of socialist literature 

and art and the important historical task it shouldered, and was also against the 
fundamental interests of the people. Referring to such a situation, Comrade Deng 
Xiaoping pointed out in a timely way: "The party's leadership over the ideological 
front was in a weak and slackened state, which dared not criticize the erroneous 
tendency. This is abnormal. We must practically analyze these problems that have 
already emerged, and appropriately differentiate the extent and nature of the problems, 
so as to correctly understand and handle them." Comrade Deng Xiaoping pointed out: 

"We must pay attention and be appropriate in the method of criticism and not launch 
movements or converging attacks. However, we must continue to conduct ideological 

work and criticism and self-criticism. We cannot abandon the weapon of criticism." 
This is the summarization of positive and negative experience in carrying out criticism 
and self-criticism in the fields of literature and art. 
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Referring to the cricumstances of the middle-aged and young writers, he earnestly pointed 
out: "In recent years there are many young writers who have created a number of good 
works. This is a tine thing. However, we must admit that there exists an unhealthy trend 
anong some middle-aged and young writers, which is affecting a number of youthful readers 
and audiences. Veteran writers who have a firm socialist stand have the duty to unite 
and set an example in training the new generation, Otherwise, if the new generation is 
wrongly lead, the contradiction may be intensified and there will be great disorder. In 
a word, we must adhere to party leadership and the socialist system, Although party 
leadership and the socialist system need to be improved, we cannot practice bourgeois 
liberalism and be in a state of anarchism." He particularly called on the writers, 
artists, and ideological and theoretical workers who are party members to observe party 
discipline. He clearly pointed out: "Now there are many problems that have occurred 
within our party. If the party cannot enforce discipline on its members, how will it be 
able to lead the masses?" We cannot persist in the principle of "double hundred" without 
carrying out criticism. On one hand, we must adopt a democratic and reasonable attitude 
in criticism, and on the other hand, we must not regard criticism as using the big stick. 
This must be claritied, At present, there exists among some people a mood of blindly 
opposing, refusing, and detesting normal criticism, Although this mood has its social 
historical reasons, it is not healthy. As it is not good for the development of literary 
and art work, it must be corrected in due course. Comrade Deng Xiaoping's timely speech 
on this major issue can not only play an important role in guiding the various fronts 

in strengthening ideological leadership and stepping up the building of socialist 
spiritual civilization, but will also have a far reaching influence in promoting socialist 
literature and art healthily forward. 


In a word, Comrade Deng Xiaoping's theses on literature and art is an important guideline 
for developing literature and art in the new historical period. We will certainly be 
able to constantly advance on this correct track and score greater achievements in the 
struggle to create a new situation in the field of socialist literature and art provided 
we study these theses, unswervingly implement them in practice, and constantly nurture 
ourselves with the exerting spirit of the people in creating history, as Comrade Deng 
Xiaoping has said.

[Excerpts] Wheat is growing well in our province this year and a good harvest is 
promising.

The province has planted more than 31 million mu of wheat this year, which amounts to 

38 percent of the total grain fields and is a record.

According to a survey on a commune's 43 brigades in Jixian County, 25 brigades had no 
place to dry their grain and the 800 sickles needed by peasants [?were not supplied in 
a timely manner]. As the wheat harvest will start soon, all localities should race 
against time to step up checking and repairing farm machines and tools and see to it 
that this is done before the wheat harvest. 
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DENG'S VIEWS ON TAIWAN REUNIFICATLON REPORTED

[Text] Editor's note: On 26 June, Chinese leader Deng Xiaoping met in Beijing with 

Dr Winston L.Y. Yang, professor at Seton Hall University, the United States. They 
talked for 2 hours. The focal point of their discussions was the reunification of China. 
At the request of this magazine, the author has written this article to explain China's 
latest concept on peaceful reunification as set forth by Deng Xiaoping. With respect to 
Deng Xiaoping's views on other Chinese issues, the author has written other short 
articles published in local and Overseas Chinese and English newspapers and magazines. 
Written according to the author's recollection and notes, this article has not been 
checked against the Chinese official records. The author will be held responsible if 
there should be some errors in the content. [end editor's note] 


Changes in Beijing's Policy Toward Taiwan 


When China established diplomatic relations with the United States in 1979, China took 
into consideration the international situation and the actual conditions on both sides 

of the Taiwan Strait by changing its policy toward Taiwan. The Beijing authorities have 
launched a series of peaceful offensives, fromthe "nine-point proposal" to Deng Yingchao's 
recent speech at the CPPCC Session, promoted the "three communications" and "four 
exchanges,'' and called for the peaceful reunification of China (but it does not openly 
renounce the possibility of solving the Taiwan issue by force). However, Taiwan has 
invariably denounced these moves and policies as a "United Front Plot" and its stand 

to resolutely reject peace talks has not changed in the least. 


I grew up in Taiwan and completed my 6-year secondary schooling (at Chengkung Middle 
School) and 4-year college education (at Taiwan University) there. Since I arrived in 
the United States 25 years ago, my personal view on politics has changed a little but I 
still cherish a profound feeling for Taiwan. I also return to Taiwan to visit relatives 
and friends and to keep in touch with some figures in Taiwan's cultural, educational, 

and academic circles. Many of my schoolmates and good friends in those years have now 
become intermediate or high-ranking officials in Taiwan and a few of them have even 
become decisionmaking figures. When meeting them overseas, I also have the opportunities 
to have long private talks with them. Moreover, in 1975, I began to pay attention to 
Taiwan's newspapers and magazines. Over the past few years, I have greatly enriched my 
understanding of Taiwan. Taiwan's economic development, its universal education, and its 
progress in other respects have left a very deep impression on me. Therefore, I 
resolutely refuse to write articles to criticize or attack the Taiwan authorities. 
Besides, I myself have always engaged in educational work and academic studies, and I 

am not interested in politics. However, since the Chinese mainland has proposed holding 
peace talks with Taiwan, I have pointed out to Beijing officials on many occasions that 
it is absolutely impossible for Taipei to accept the proposal for peaceful reunification; 
I have even analyzed for them Taiwan's state of mind and stand. However, unable to agree 
with my analysis, they pointed out in unison that the "nine-point proposal" as well as 

the "three communications and four exchanges" were fair and reasonable and they 
criticized Taiwan's authorities for their "stubborness." I find out that the enmity 
between the mainland and Taiwan is so profound and the gap between them is so wide that 
there is a lack of understanding between them. Taiwan has no confidence or trust what- 
soever in the mainland. I firmly believe that it is impossible for the current stand 

and policy of the mainland to lead to peace talks. 
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Therefore, when I learned that I would have the opportunity to meet with Mr Deng 
Xiaoping, [ decided to explain to him in a frank and systematic way Taiwan's state of 
mind and stand. Some of my friends in the academic circles strongly opposed my plan, 
believing that my explanation would not bring about any results but would only enrage 
the Chinese authorities because most Chinese leaders found it impossible to listen to 
views so directly contrary to Beijing's view. However, I finally decided to conduct the 
talks with Deng Xiaoping according to my original plan because I thought he was a key 
figure in China. Although he is in excellent health, he is, nevertheless, 79 years old. 
I was afraid there would not be many opportunities for me to meet him in the future. 


Taiwan's State of Mind and Stand 


After I walked into the Great Hall of the People and exchanged greetings with Deng 
Xiaoping and other Chinese leaders (including Yang Shangkun, member of the Standing 
Committee of the CPC Central Committee and concurrently executive vice chairman of the 
Central Military Commission, and Deng Liqun, member of the Secretariat and concurrently 
head of the Propaganda Department of the CPC Central Committee), I had a long talk with 
them. I had thought that Deng Xiaoping would first explain China's stand and so I waited 
for him to begin talking. However, he did not open his mouth but seemed to be waiting 

for me to speak first. There was a short silence between us. I hesitated for a moment 
and then began stating my views in a comprehensive way. I had thought he would cut me 
short or refute my views but in the course of my 40-minute explanation, he always listened 
to me attentively and, with the exception of asking a few questions, never interrupted me. 


[ bluntly pointed out: It will be impossible for Taiwan to accept the "nine-point pro- 
posal" and the request for "three communications and four exchanges" and to hold peace talks 
talks with China because Taipei regards them as a "United Front Plot" and as a posture 
China assumes to deal with the United States and overseas personages. Peace talks only 
serve as a means; the ultimate objective of the mainland is to disintegrate the popular 
feelings and morale of Taiwan, to shake its political stability and economic prosperity, 
to weaken its international status, and finally to annex Taiwan and destroy the 
"orthodox Republic of China." That is why Taiwan holds that on the one hand, China 
proposes holding peace talks, and on the other hand, it tries every possible means to 
hit, isolate, and even "strangle" Taiwan internationally. I pointed out, in particular, 
the "ultimatum" (including the 24-point proposal and the 8-point provision) issued to 
the KMT Government by the CPC in April 1949, prior to the crossing of the Changjiang 
River by the Communist Army, the "lesson" which Taiwan learned from Beijing's handling 
of the Xizang issue, as well as the "bitter experiences" which Taiwan gained from talks 
between the KMT and CPC in the past. I also explained Taiwan's view on the "nine-point 
proposal." High-ranking KMT leaders almost unanimously hold that the "nine-point 
proposal" does not mean "reciprocal talks" because as soon as Taiwan sits at the 
negotiation table, the Taipei government will be immediately reduced to a "local 
government" and will recognize Beijing as the "central government.'"' The anticommunist 
stand of the "legally constituted authority of the Republic of China," which they have 
upheld for more than 30 years, will immediately collapse and will be replaced by the 
PRC. The popular feelings and morale of Taiwan as well as its international status will 
be greatly affected. It will possibly lead to the outflow of capital and economic 
collapse. This will constitute an inestimable blow to Taiwan. Therefore, Taiwan holds 
that peace talks are tantamount to self-destruction. Moreover, the people of Taiwan 
are enjoving very high standards of living and there is a very big gap in their 

economic conditions. The isolation of more than 30 years has generated in the people 

of Taiwan a great fear of communism. They do not understand the mainland at all, still 
less have confidence in it. Therefore, many people in Taiwan do not think that 
reunification will bring any benefit to Taiwan. Most of them hold that it is necessary 
to maintain the status quo, to preserve their present way of life, and to "drag on" for 
the time being. 
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It is also impossible for the Taiwan authorities to believe the Chinese Government's 
pledge that atter reunification, Taiwan can maintain its existing socioeconomic system 
and even maintain its Armed Forces, because after the reunification, the Taiwan auth- 


orities will be designated a "local government" and the "central government" will be 
able to change everything, transferring Taiwan's Army away from the island and station- 
ine the PLA troops there. I also mentioned Beijing's pledge that after the reunifica- 


tion, KMT leaders will be able to take part in the leadership work of the central 
government and they can send deosuties to attend the CPPCC and even act as state leaders. 
According to my knowledge acquired from my contacts with friends from Taiwan, Taiwan 
does not believe this pledge either, because they think that since the CPC sticks to 
its leadership through the advocation of the four "basic principles," the KMT will not 
be able to share an equal status with the CPC after reunification. Moreover, Taiwan 
leaders think that the stipulations of the constitution do not represent reliable 
yuarantees, because the constitution is easy to change, because the NPC is merely a 
"rubber stamp'', and all major decisions are made by the central authorities of the 

CPC. How can the 100 deputies from Taiwan among 3,000 NPC deputies play any role in 
voting? As for the CPPCC, Taiwan regards it as merely an organization consisting of 
all sorts of people who are willing to follow the CPC, so the organization has no real 
power but can only appease these appendant elements. In the eyes of Taiwan, the CPC's 
United Front Department, which is engaged in United Front activities, is in fact a 
"conspiracy department." Therefore, I frankly pointed out that China's existing policy 
toward Taiwan does not take into account the mentality of Taiwan people and will not 
lead to China's reunification. 


Then Ll went on to analyze Taiwan's present difficult situation: externally, Taiwan is 
faced with the CPC's pressure and peaceful offensive and has become isolated in inter- 
national relations; internally, the Taiwan authorities are confronted with the pressure 
from people outside the KMT and are suffering from economic difficulties. Chiang 
Ching-kuo's health is poor, and the issue of succession must be solved. The post- 
ponement of the Second Plenary Session of the KMT Central Committee shows that it is 
still difficult for Taiwan to decide future personnel arrangements and that no unani- 
mous idea has been reached yet in this regard. In my opinion, Mr Chiang Ching-kuo 

has made major contributions to Taiwan's political stability and economic prosperity. 
He has also resolutely opposed the ideas of "two Chinas" and "Taiwan independence." 
Other Taiwan leaders, such as Sun Yun-hsuan and Chiang Yen-shih, who are enlightened 
and are well aware of the international situation, have also made great contributions 
to Taiwan's economic achievements and successes in other fields. But the prestige 

and influence of Chiang Ching-kuo constitute a decisive factor. Therefore, his health 
and lite have a great bearing on Taiwan's future. I think that only a stable Taiwan 
can enter into peaceful talks with the mainland. 


Therefore, I asked Deng Xiaoping to adopt a more realistic stand and to lessen the 
pressure on Taiwan. I said that it is necessary to take into account Taiwan's mentality 
and sensitivity. I even suggested that after the reunification the name of the country 
be just "China" instead of the "People's Republic of China" or the "Republic of China." 
I hoped that both sides would have patience and flexibility, lessen propaganda and 
hostility, improve mutual understanding and mutual trust, and strive to narrow the gap 
in all fields so as to create a necessary atmosphere and conditions for future peaceful 
talks.

Deng Xiaoping's Reactions and his Latest Ideas 


After listening to my statements with patience, Deng Xiaoping asked me whether I had 
finished discussing my views. I nodded, saying that I had in the main finished. 

He said that he was surprised to learn of the misunderstanding and strong reactions 

to the "nine-point proposal," and obviously, he did not completely agree with my 
analysis and viewpoints. He said: in the past, there have been two negotiations 
between the CPC and the KMT. The first talks were unfavorable to the CPC, and the second 
talks made the KMT suffer losses. He said: the CPC sincerely wants to cooperate with 
Taiwan and has no intention to weaken and isolate Taiwan. On the one hand, the mainland 
is striving to modernize itself and is working hard to consolidate political stability, 
step up economic construction, and improve the people's livelihood. (Here, he seemed to 
hint that the CPC is striving to narrow the gap between the standards of living of the 
people on both sides of the Taiwan Strait.) On the other hand, the GPC is making 

great efforts to promote peaceful reunification. He said: "Our many practices are not 
directed at Taiwan but at the ‘two Chinas' policy of the United States."' He repeatedly 
stressed the principle of "one China."' He praised the old Chiang and the young Chiang 
for insisting on the principle of "one China" and for opposing "Taiwan independence." 


In order to take into consideration Taiwan's stand, Beijing is now emphasizing "equal 
talks between the two parties." He hoped that the KMT would be willing to cooperate 
with the CPC and would make efforts to fulfill the "great reunification of the Chinese 
nation" so as to make due contributions to the nation. He said: "Our purpose is not 

to swallow Taiwan, but to realize real reunification in China." Then, he put forward 
an amazing new policy: Taiwan can use the nameof "China, Taibei" (as it was decided 
by the International Olympic Committee) to retain its seat in the Asian Development 
Bank so as to be a member of the organization together with China. (He indicated that 
this had not been thoroughly discussed by the CPC central leadership, but I was impressed 
that China was making efforts in this regard.) It seemed that he was trying to use the 
case of the Asian Development Bank as an example to explain that China did not intend 
to isolate or harm Taiwan. 

It seemed that Deng Xiaoping had noticed the "three conditions for peaceful negotiations" 
put forward by Professor Chiu Hung-da of the University of Maryland at the annual meet- 
ing of the Asian Study Association held in San Francisco in March this year. (Though he 
did not say so, it seemed that Deng had also noticed Sun Yun-hsuan's statement on 

10 June 1982.) Professor Chiu's thesis had aroused extensive attention. Beyond my 
expectation, Deng Xiaoping almost completely affirmed the three conditions. Deng 
Xiaoping said: After reunification, since Taiwan can maintain its Army, it is a matter 
of course that it can buy defensive weapons from other countries (but this cannot con- 
stitute a threat against the mainland). The CPC also pledged that it will never 
unilaterally revise the terms in the agreement about the reunification. Both sides may 
issue such formal documents as a "joint statement" to pledge the implementation of the 
terms of reunification. But Deng Xiaoping opposed the form of having "international 
guarantees," because he said that reunification is an affair of the Chinese people 
themselves, and if foreign countries are allowed to interfere in the internal affairs of 
the Chinese people, there will be "endless troubles."' However, Deng Xiaoping affirmed 
the necessity of allowing Taiwan to maintain proper international status and foreign 
relations. As for the so-called "complete autonomy,'' Deng Xiaoping said that he was 
resolutely opposed to this idea, because the ''complete autonomy" meant "two Chinas" or 
"one and one-half Chinas." 


In summary, my impression is that Deng Xiaoping, in principle, accepted the "three 
conditions for peaceful talks" put forward by Chiu Hung-da and the demands put forward 
by Sun Yun-hsuan. However, what surprised me was that he even put forward more 
detailed schemes beyond the "9-point proposal," Sun Yun-hsuan's demands, and Chiu 
Hung-da's "three conditions:" 
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1, Atter reunification, Beijing will not dispatch its Army to Taiwan, nor will it send 
officials to take over, to take part in, or to oversee Taiwan's "internal affairs." 
Beijing will not concern itself with the personnel affairs in Taiwan's administrative 
structure and will not bother about the troop movements in Taiwan. (But he did not agree 
with the proposition of "Taiwan people governing Taiwan," because it has an implication 
of "Taiwan independence.") Deng Xiaoping said: "You do not swallow me, and I do not 
swallow you. You do not bother about me, nor vice versa. Each of the two sides can go 
its own way.'' Taiwan can maintain its economic system, its way of living, and its party, 
government, Army, and intelligence agency. The mainland and Taiwan will coexist peace- 
fully. He said: "We will never harm even a single blade of grass or a tree on Taiwan.’ 
He also said that this arrangement should remain unchanged for at least 100 years. If 
disputes occur in the course of implementing the reunifications terms, both sides can 
seek solutions through consultation. The most important thing is that neither side will 
conduct anything causing harm to the other side in its own territory. Taiwan's Army will 
have the right to buy weapons .rom other countries to consolidate its self-defensive 
ability.

2. After reunification, Taiwan will enjoy independent legislative rights and can basi- 
cally maintain its existing laws. On the principle of not violating the Constitution, 
Taiwan's legislature has the right to enact its own laws which act as the foundation for 
Taiwan's administration. 


3. After reunification, Taiwan will have its independent jurisdiction and judicial 
organs. The laws and acts on the mainland will not be applied to Taiwan. The court of 
last instance for Taiwan should be set in Taiwan rather than in Beijing. 

4. After reunification, Taiwan will maintain certain rights to handle foreign affairs. 
It can handle its foreign economic relations independently. The Taiwan authorities can 
issue special passports to Taiwan people and grant entrance visas to foreigners. It can 
even have the right to sign some agreements directly with other countries. 


5. After reunification, Taiwan can still use its special flag and use the title of 
"China, Taiwan." 


Deng Xiaoping stressed that all of these arrangements are based on the principle of "one 
China." He resolutely opposed Taiwan independence. He said that once Taiwan became in- 
dependent, it would immediately be relegated to a colony of another country. He said 
that the future relationship between the mainland and Taiwan can be described with the 
term "federation," but he did not agree to use this term. Taiwan will be an autonomous 
special administrative region, which is different from other autonomous regions on the 
mainland, because Taiwan will enjoy more autonomy and special rights than other existing 
autonomous regions and special zones. 


In conclusion, he said: China is advancing toward peaceful reunification, but it is 
impossible to openly promise that peaceful reunification is the sole form of reunifica- 
tion, because this promise will only permanently obstruct China's reunification. He 
said: The mainland is striving to improve the people's livelihood and is sincerely 
hoping to peacefully coexist with Taiwan so as to eventually realize the country's reuni- 
faction. Apart from the principle of "one China," the mainland has no other absolute 
conditions. All other conditions and schemes are negotiable and adoptable. He said: 

The mainland is willing to respect history and current status, and will take a reasonable 
and flexible attitude to treat problems in the course of reunification, and will give 
full consideration to terms that are acceptable for Taiwan. 
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When we concluded our talks, I discovered that Deng Xiaoping had made an extensive 
analysis of China's future modernization and reunification. He mentioned his age (he 
will be 80 next year), and said with a low and deep voice: ''People who reach an old age 
as I cannot help but feel anxious about this." I realized then how eager he was to see 
the realization of China's reunification and modernization in his reamining years. How- 
ever, he has certainly realized that the fulfillment of these arduous tasks take time. 
His words at the end of our talk evoked my deep feeling: When will China realize its 
reunification? Of course, that is not a question that can be answered by Deng Xiaoping 
Or me. 


GOVERNOR YOUDE RETURNS FROM BEIJING 4 AUG
